9 — The 
form er luxury liner Normandie, re­ 
christened the Lafayette following 
its seizure by this country, w’as 
lifted from the muddy bottom of 
the Hudson river today in w’hat 
will probably go down in history 
as one of the world s greatest m a­ 
rine engineering feats. 
The first appreciable “lift” came 
late 
yesterday, 
when, after 36 
hours of pumping by a large num­ 
ber of machines, w ater and silt in­ 
side the hull were removed to such 
an extent th at the huge ships 
buoyancy caused an incoming tide 
to raise it from the mud in which 
it had lain for IS months. 
From 6 p. rn. Saturday, until 
last night, the total rise of the ves­ 
sel's nose aggregated 43Ja feet. 
Some idea of the enormity of 
the job which salvage workers 
have performed can be gained 
from their announcement that al­ 
though 41,000 tons of w ater have 
v>een pumped from the inside of 
the hull, 46,000 tons still remain to 
be removed. Because of the posi­ 
tion in which the ship lies, how­ 
ever,—in a comparatively narrow 
berth between two piers—opera­ 
tions m ust proceed carefully lest 
the m onster sea queen tip over in 
an opposite direction once righted. 
Some six weeks work still re- 
i ains before the ship will be fully 
f rated and tem porary bulkheads 
removed. Then an additional nine 
months will be needed to complete 
the task of refitting the vessel, a 
program estim ated to cost in the 
neighborhood of $20,000,000. 
Salvage operations were Some­ 
s'hat speeded when earlier fears 
that the huge vessel might bob 
and possibly strike its pier were 
proved to be unfounded.

patience and thought I think that 
planned adjustment is the best 
answer to most people’s problems 
along these lines.

The accom­ 
modations necessary are to make 
the bedroom as nearly an im ita­ 
tion of the bedroom at night as 
possible. Noise and light are to 
be excluded and this can be done 
nearly anywhere, b^it you may 
have to set your will power to

In fact, the really best tre a t­ 
ment for insomnia is a few con­ 
vincing conversations with the 
patient, or let the patient talk to 
himself. He won’t believe it at 
first. Especially if he has gotten 
into the habit of taking one of our 
new hypnotics, because they are 
like the crutches a lame man has 
been using for years. He is con­ 
vinced he cannot get along with­ 
out them, but once he finds he can 
and has enjoyed his freedom, he is 
as happy as the day is long. 


The New Hypnotics 


Thera is no question about tbs 
efficacy of these new hypnotics. 
The old ones we used to use had a 
long induction period and usually 
too long a period of action. They 
left the victim dopey and w ert 
more habit forming than the mod­ 
ern ones. But the very fact that 
the modern hypnotics have so 
many virtues is another reason 
for using them with caution and 
sticking to nature. 
Of course, if the war worker 
who has to change to daytime 
sleeping has also been having in­ 
somnia and bad nights anyway, 
he must expect a longer and some­ 
what more intensive period of 
psychotherapy. 
But I am con­ 
vinced that if a conscientious 
effort is made to overcome insom­ 
nia by psychologic means, it will 
always meet with success and it 
will certainly be worthwhile to dp 
away with the all too frequent 
hypnotic habit which, encouraged 
by modem doctors, is growing by 
leaps and bounds. 
There is no scientific reason 
for suggestion that sleep of equal 
depth and length and equal re­ 
storative function cannot be had 
in the daytime as nighttime.

AS VICTORY gardeners have 
learned this summer, there are 
weeds galore to contend with, but 
the wild morning glory is the 
gangster of them all. Unless kept 
under control from the very start 
of the gardening season, wild 
morning glory will prove to be a 
persistent pest which ultimately 
will make good gardening almost 
ur. possible. 
Unless 
rooted 
out 
"very time it show’s Itself, the wild 
morning glory will stealthily creep 
over plants and tangle them to­ 
gether, 
finally 
strangling 
and 
starving them to death. 
As illustrated In the accom- 
Rvnying Garden-Graph, this ruth­ 
less weed can be identified by its 
leaves, which are shaped some­ 
w hat like Indian arrow heads, and 
by its pale pink, white striped 
small morning glory shaped flow- 
Every effort should ba mad* 


to prevent the vines from reseed­ 
ing themselvea 
In 
campaigning 
against 
wild morning glory, It is 
enough to cut off or pull out the 
vine itself, for its roots grow and 
travel 
underground 
almost 
as 
much as the vine does above 
ground. The roots should be dug 
out or killed by liberal doses of 
caustic soda. 
Salt is a convenient and safe 
weed killed in the vegetable gar­ 
den. Pull out the weeds and apply 
salt or make a hot brine, using 
one pound of salt to a gallon of 
water. 
This strength brine will 
quickly kill off alm ost any type 
of weeds. 
Where the vegetable plants are 
too close to the weeds to use salt, 
strips of burlap or roofing paper 
laid along the row will discour­ 
age weed growth.

Provisions enabling motorists to 
use their A ration books for trips 
into the eastern gasoline shortage 
area were explained Monday by 
George D. McDowell, chairman of 
the Pickaway county W ar Price 
and Rationing board. 
These provisions are necessary, 
Mr. McDowell pointed out, since 
eastern motorists are using a -6 
coupons, while those outside the 
East are using A-7’s from their 
new basic books. A-6’s will not be 
valid outside the East, while A-7’s> 
cannot be used in the East. In or­ 
der to overcome these difficulties 
in travel “across the border” a 
new amendment to the gasoline 
rationing regulations sets up pro­ 
cedures by which A ration holders 
may exchange any of their valid 
A coupons for other coupons that 
may be used in the area in which 
they expect to travel. 
The plan is this: An eastern mo­ 
torist who expects to travel out­ 
side the shortage area for a period 
of less than four months will go 
j to any War Price and Rationing 
Board and will exchange A cou­ 
pons in his basic ration book for 
enough B coupons on coupon-to- 
coupon basis to enable him to get 
the gasoline he will need outside 
the area.
